Chicago, Mar 25.—Another coro- 


ner's verdict has heen registered 
against the followers of John Alexan- 
der Dowie. 


The jury -which heard the evidence 


in the case of Mrs. Mary Louise Chris- 
teasen declared that her death was 
due to neglect by. the authorities of 
Dovie's church, and urgiag the state 
officials to investigate the workings of 
the hospital run by Dowie, which is 
said to be managed in defiance of the 
state laws. Steps will also be taken 
to prosecute some of. the nurses and 
"deacons" in charge of the place for 
practicing medicine without a license. 


Mrs, Christensen was burned in her 


dwelling and so severely injured that 
she died sorne days later. No medical 
attendance was given her, hut evi- 
dence was brought out to tbe effect 
that the burns bad been treated with 
vaseline and although the Dowieitcs 
disclaim against antiseptic precau- 
tions, insisting that there is no such 
thing as Infection, it was admitted 
that the bandages used la treating the 
woman had been carefully boiled.
